The measure provides for the forfeiture of birds and equipment use in cockfighting.

3. Other similar factors beyond the taxpayer’ s control caused the tax not to be collectible;

4. The tax resulted from actions of a person other than the taxpayer. Moreover, it must be unfair
to hold the taxpayer responsible; or

5. Thetax isatrust fund tax which the taxpayer did not collect from his customer. Additionally,
the taxpayer must have believed in good faith that he did not have to collect the tax.

The measure does not amend the portion of Section 5 of Article 10 which reguiresthat taxesbe uniformupon
the same class of subjects.
